All the indications point to a lively time at 
the meeting of the Transconti tal ia- 
tion today, and the prospects are that the Cali- 
fornia rates cannot be much longer maintained. 
As already stated, the Union Pacific and its 
allies east of the Missouri River propose to 
make the eastern terminus of chis association 
at Chicago instead of at the Missouri ‘River, 
and to take in all the roads running east from 
the Missouri River to Chicago. The Union Pa- 
eific’s reason for making its demand is that, 
under the new Western Trunk-Line agreement, 
the Rock Island, Northwestern, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, and Wabash have become virtuklly a 
part of the Union Pacific, and have sole 
power to make all west-bound rates overt 
Union Pacific. As the Union Pacific is/ under 
heavy penalties to maintain California rates, it 
is not willing to assume the responsibility for 
the action of its allies, and wants them to bo-

A Strong Letter Concerning the Questions 
rue Present Lew Evaded and of 
No Practical Use. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 2.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. — The reassembling of Congress and 
its probable action is an event which never 
fails to elicit interest all over the Union. Dif- 
ferent sections are, of course, differently af- 
fected, and are interested in the effects of laws 
which may have a local significance to them. 

The question which most agitates the people 
of this section of the Union at the present time 
is, What will Congress do with the Chinese Re- 

That legislation is needed to perfect the law 
now in foree there can be no question: for it 
fails to do what it was intended, Every steamer 
from China brings passengers who were in- 
tended to be excluded by the author of the 
bill; but the law, wnder the interpretation of the 
courts, fails to exclude them. At first the flood 


was checked, but as the defects of the law be- 


came known they were taken advantage of, 
until now it looks as if all who want to come 
will make the effort suocessfully in the near 
future. | 

During the time the usval stream of immi- 
grants was checked there was general satisfac- 
tion expressed on every hand. The agitation 
with which all had me tired ceased, and we 
had commenced to le dow to the usual 
quietude of other communities. 

There were but few “travelers” of the kind 
allowed by the law arriving from China. The 
number of merchants who sought this coun- 
try as a field of operation was still smaller, and 
the students“ were almost infinitesimal in 
number. 

The truth is, that class of Chinese have little 
occasion to go abroad. They are well enough 
off at home. It is the hewers of wood and the 
drawers of water who want to come to the 
United States. Those who have money to in- 
vest don't come bere with it. Those who have 
money to spend find opportunities at bome, 


THE EVIL RENEWED. 

While this halt in the tide existed things be- 
gan to assume a more prosperous appearance 
here. There wasan improvement in the tone 
of business; the wo en had ceased to 
complain of a competition in labor with which 
they were unable to cope, Immigration had 
commenced to set in from the East and from 
Europe, which was welcomed by all. In short, 
everything had an improved appearance. But 
the quiet apparently was like that which vsual- 
ly precedes a storm. There is today the same 
fear felt and the same uneasiness manifested 
as before the passage of the Chinese Restrio- 
tion law. | 

Each steamer of late has a load of 200 or 300 
Chinese on board, and a large number of them 
are without a doubt ineligible to land under the 
law, but by their convenient methods 
of procuring evidence only a tew 
of them are sent back. The calen- 
dars of the courts are already filled 
with cases brought under the habeas-corpus 
privilege, and if the tide continues to flow 
other business before those courts will be at a 
standstill. Every one of these cases has arisen 
because the custom-house authorities after a 
preliminary examination refuse to land the ap- 
plicants under the law.. But when they fail 
there a writ of rabeas corpus is sued out and 
the applicants are enabled to find evidence sat- 
isfactory to the court to permit their landing. 

And here comes in the peculiarities of the 
Chinese. When a steamer arrives the Collector 
of Customs (whose duty it is under the law to 
superiutend the landing of Chinese) makes a 
thorough examination of each applicant before 
he is allowed to communicate with any one on 

re. The story told by them then (and 
which is doubtless the true one) is very differ- 
ent in many cases from the one they tell when 
their case is transferred to the court and 
after they have been allowed to consult with 

Consuls, attorneys, and resident Chinese. 

, 4 DECEPTIONS PRACTICED. 

Some nt ** traderg’’’ certificates granted 
by the Chinese Government admit in the 
preliminary examination before the Collector 
that their fathers were farmers; that they 
were brought up on a farm and never did gny- 
thing but work on a farm. Yet, whe# brought 
before the court they seldom fail to prove that 
they are merchants. The law makes a certiti- 
cate granted by the Chinese authorities prima 
facie evidence, and unless other evidence is ad- 
duced to contradict it the holder is allowed to 
land. The court refuses to accept what the ap- 
plicant said before the Collector in the prelim- 
inary examination as sufficjent contradictory 
evidence. I believe in all cases thus far 
heard by the courts there is not an instance

| A FALSE SENTIMENT. 

Why a sentiment exists in the East favorable 
to Chinese immigration is something the people 
of this coast cannot explain except upon the 
grounds of ignorance of the subject. Upon 
en affecting different portions of the 

nion you will generally find the people here 
well informed and ready to ynite with the lo- 
cality in needed legislation or other action. 

The evils of Chinese immigration have been 
so thoroughly and exhaustively discussed that 
it would seem all citizens of the country ought 
to be informed of its magnitude. 

If the sentiment of portions of the Union not 
affected could be influenced by the unanimity 
of sentiment of those which are affected, the 
peopie here would not fear. But such is not 
always the case. We know that on this ques- 
tion there are philanthropists in the East, and 
those who believe in the brotherhood of man 
and the fatherhood of God, as well as a portion 
of the press, who disagree with us. But they 
should remember that there are philanthropists 
and advocates of the same doctrine here upon 
the ground who are in favor of checking this 
scourge from the Flowery Kingdom.“ and 
who are just as much interested in the human 
race as their friends in the Kast. 

It is not a blind race prejudice which gov- 
erns the people in their opposition to the con- 
tinual coming of Chinese. There is not a 
more cosmopolitan community in the world 
than that found in San Francisco. 

You will find representatives from almost 
every country on the globe working side by 
side here, and all is peaceable between them. 
Every State in the Union is represented, and 
almost without an exception native and for- 
eign-born are united in the conviction that the 
Chinese are a curse to the land. This unanimi- 
ty would not exist unless there was a cause for 
it. In 1878 the Legislature of California pro- 
vided for a vote of the people upon the ques- 
tion ot Chinese immigration to be held in the 
election of 1879. Altho we have a secret 
ballot under our elevtion law, and a voter can 
vote as he chooses without others knowing#is 
sentiments, there were only 883 men in both 

rties out of a total v of 155,521 who 
avored such immigration. 

In the State of Nevada, out ofa total vote af 
17,442 only 188 voted for more Chinamen. Now 
either the people of this coast do not know 
what they are do ignorant of what is 
for their good—are incapable oi sustaining free 
institutions and unfit to be citizens of the K- 
public, or Chinese immigration is an evil that 
ought to be checked.

THE WHISKY AND SUGAR TAXES. 
‘We regard the whisky tax,” says the 

Philadelphia Times (hjgh-protection Dem- 

erat), as needless indefensible, and 


the absolute repeal of all tax on whisky as 


the only legitimate method of relief that the 
Government should consider.” This is in 
perfect harmony with the spirit of the South- 
ern protection papers which are attacking the 
Carlisle-Morrison scheme for a reduction of 
the tariff. The surrender of the whisky-tax 
has evidently been agreed upon by the old 
Southern Whig element and all the protec- 
tion intgrests in the Democratic party as the 


reduction of taxation 
life. | 

There is opposition in the Republican. party 
as well as in the ocratic party to a re- 
duction of the tariff, but outside of a very few 
of the extreme protectionists, like Pig-Iron 
Kelley, the Republican opposition does not 
indorse the outrage of substituting the remis- 
sion of the whisky-tax, but suggests that the 
surplus revenue may be cut down by abolish- 
mg the duties on sugar. It may be that 
many of those who urge the abandonment of 
the sugar-tax are actuated by a design to 
save the taxes on some of the necessaries of 
life, but they are at least relieved from the 
odium and humiliation of advocating a pre- 
mium upon drunkenness in order to maintain 
an embargo on thrift and sobriety. 

The Democratic preference for the surren- 
der of the whisky-tax and the Republican 
preference for the repeal of the sugar-tax in 
the struggle for cutting down the surplus @ev- 
enue illustrates very aptly the essential dif- 
ference in the morale of the two parties, It 
may be argued that a tariff constructed with 
a view to revenue only” would probably 
retain sugar in the schedule, for the reason 
that the extent of protection involved in the 
sugar tax is insignificant as compared with 
the revenue it yields. It may also be urged 
that any revision of the tariff designed to do 
away with protection should drop many other 
duties entirely before reducing that on sugar. 
But it is utterly indefensible to propose to 
abolish all-taxes on whisky and retain any tax 
at all on sugar. Sugar has come to be an@n- 
dispensable incident of the free breakfast- 
table” of which the country heard so much 
when the agitation for the repeal of the 
coffee and tea taxes was going on; the 
cheapness of sugar is certaiply of more 
benefit to the people than the cheapness of 
either of the other two articles, and it may be 
more properly listed among the necessaries of 
life. And yet there are signs that the propo- 
sition to remit the sugar-tax will encounter 
determined opposition among the Democrats 
in Congress, and especially from the South- 
ern members, who will at the same time

RETALIATION IN KIND. 

The unwarranted, discrimination made 
against American swine and swine products 
by Germany. and France has at last been 
brought to the attention of the House of 
Representatives by the introduction of two 
bills, one by Mr. Townshend, calling upon the 
President for information, and the other by 
Mr. Browne, providing that whenever any for- 
eign Government prohibits the importation of 
American swine or cattle the President shall 
prohibit the importation of wines, liquors, or 
such other merchandise as he may designate, 
and that the prohibition shall continue as 
long as the foreign prohibition remains in 
force.

the Michigan Central and Illinois Central 


‘Railroad Companies of the three blocks on 
the Lake-Front lying between Randolph and 


Monroe and east ot Michigan avenue sug- 


gests a restatement of the actual conditions 
of the property. 


A sale of these three blocks was first ne- 


gotiated through gn act of the State Legisla- 
‘ture passed in 1869. Previous to that time 


the fee simple title of the two blocks lying 
between Randolph and Madison streets was, 
‘as it still is, in the United States Govern- 
ment, being a part of the original Fort Dear- 
‘born Reservation, and having been set aside 
as a common or public park at the time the 
sale of that reservation was ordered. That 


‘portion of the Lake-Front lying south of 


‘Madison street and extending to Park row, 
near Twelfth, was vested in the State, being 
u part of the lands ceded to it by the Govern- 
ment te aid in the construction of the Illinois 
& Michigan Canal. Butt the act of 1869 
the State Legislature undertook to dispose of 
the entire Lake-Front property, including 
the two blocks to which it never had a par- 
ticle of title—a complication which resulted 
subsequently in the defeat of the sale pro- 
posed at that time. ? 


. The sale of the three blocks as then pro- 
tre was prevented by an injunction obtained 
y 


the owners of propérty on Michigan avenue 
fronting on the two blotks lying between 
Randolph and Madison streets, on the ground 
? the property was purchased from the

which had been set aside as a public park in 
the subdivision. Pending this injunction the 
of 1869 was repealed by the Legislature 
A and the original conditions were re- 
80 far as the State Legislature had 
the power. In 1881 the consent of the prop- 
erty-owners was obtained to the closing of 
the view across the two blocks lying between 
Randolph and Madison streets, but an at- 
tempt to procure from Con a confirma- 
tion of title which could be parted with failed, 
and the negotiations were again terminated. 
The proposal of purchase is now renewed 


by the Illinois Central and Michigan Central 


Railroads with the original consideration of 
$800,000, to be guaranteed by bonds as soon 
as the assent of the city authorities is given, 
and to be paid in money as soon as Congress 
shall confirm the title to the two blocks which 
it reserved in the Fort Dearborn Subdivision, 
It is also stipulated that the city shall re- 
serve the title to a strip along the east line of 
the property one inch in width, to be leased 
ermanently to the railroads.

‘DEATH OF THE HEAD OF THE BRAHMO SOMAJ. 

CaLouTTra, Jan. 8.—Kesab Chunder Sen, 
philanthropist and promoter of the Brahmo So- 
maj sect in India, is dead. 

[He was a convert from Hindooism and the apos- 
tle of the church or sect known as the Brahmo 
Soma) of India. In conversation with a TRIBUNE 
correspondent at Calcptta last autumn he said, 
speaking English very like a Frenchman, Great 
in goodness is the Bible. Assuredly, if your peo- 
ple were as good as your Book, India would be 
Christianized in ve years.“ He continued: “I 
am not the fotnder of the Brahmo Somaj. It owes 
its origin to Ram Mohan Rai (Rajah of Bardwan) 
in 1830.“ A little book of faith” which Mr. Sen 
gave met that time contains the following (liter- 
ally) as reed that Rai wrote: There are 
fourteen articles: ** (1) The basis of faith are Nat- 
ure and intuition. (2) All truth is acceptable. 
8 Religion is a progressive form of truth. 
4) The Brahmo Somaj doctrines underlie all re- 
ligion. (5) Beliefin # Supreme God. (6) Belief 
inimmortality of the soul. (7) Repentance the 
only way to salvation... (8) Belief in efficacy of 
prayer. (9) Belief in God's love. (10) Worship is 
love of God and his Werks. (11) God can wor- 
shiped at any time place. (12) Elevation and 
purity of mind necessary to holiness. (13) No 
faith is putin stated rites and 
Theoretically there should be no caste.’’ After 
calling my attention to this ** creed,” Mr. Sen said: 
**] raised my hand against caste. In 1860 I began 
to say that practically as well as theoretically 
there should be no caste. My opponents said that 
some time this might be; but 9 word was Now! 
Cease idolatry in every shape! cried for perfec- 
tion of our church, and it is my idea to enlarge on 
our second article. We cull truth from the Rig 
Veda, the Bible, the Pitakas, and the Koran, and so 
Idream to myself this question: Why cannot 
Hindoo Buddhist, Christian and Mohammedan, be- 
come a unity in the Somaj? All dispensations are 
but components of one Divine scheme—that is, of 
the New Dispensation, the Somaj.”’ 

What has the Brahmo Somaj wrought? Leav- 
ing aside their religious opinions, one must admire 
its members for their reforms. The first and most 
important of these is the abolition of caste. 
Others are being expressed in the legislative affairs 
of India, and among them are restrictions to monog- 
amy, remodeling of marriage customs, emancipa- 
tion and education of women; abolition of the 
worship of ancestors; removal of the prohibition 
ef widows’ es, abolition of infanticide, 
revolution of’ social ceremonies, education, tem- 
perance, and a general moral regeneration. The 
Brahmo Somaj demands liberty and may yet do 
much to disenthrall 150,000,000 of religious slaves.

STORY OF THE MAHDL 


Account of the Life of Ahmed Sulei- 
man—From Slave-Trader to Prophet. 

Catro, Egypt, Dec. 18.—[Philadelphia Times.] 
—The so-called Mahdi’s name is Ahmed Sulei- 
man. The true story of his life, as told in these 
parts, is like a romance. He ® by birth and 
education an Egyptian. His father was an 
officer of the force sent into the Sou@&n by old 
Mehemet Ali, Pasha of Egypt, to punish the 
Malek-el-Memo for having burnt the Governor. 
Ahmed Suleiman was brought up at the school 
of Khedive Abbas, of which Riffai 
Bey became the principal when ex- 
pelled from Cairo, where he had been 
Director-General of the College of Foreign 
Languages founded by Mehemet Ali, and 
banished into the Soudan. Young Ahmed Su- 
Jeiman quickly proved himself the ablest of 
Riffai’s pupils. Leaving school he entered 
the Government service and soon rose to the 
post of Accountant-General of the Soudan, 
At the very outset Ahmed Sule iman thus found 
himself on the highroad toa brilliant future. 
His master, Riffai, possessed immense influence 
in the Soudan, and the administration of that 

rovince is now almost entirely in the bands of 
bis former pupils. He greatly affected French 
authors of advanced political views and wrote 
a book, the title of Which. Foutouhat Mek- 
kie.“ he borrowed from the Arabic work of a 
certain Mouhiddin Eiwiel Arabi. Its motto was: 
„He who rules as a tyrant is undermining 
his own power“ Mustapha Bey A 
one of his schoolfellows and also employed in 
an important post, reported on his return from 
the Soudan that the chief accountant was a 
man of rare capacity and well versed in Mo- 
hammedan law and history. Finally thrown 
on his own resources, and of a con- 
siderable capital, Ahmed Suleiman started in 

rtnership with certain European commercial 

uses as a merchant in siaves, elephant- 
tuske, gum arabic, and ostrich-feathers. He 
was reputed honest and straightforward in his 
dealings, and rapidly acquired the confidence 
of Mussulmans, Christians, and Jews. 80 
great was the influence which he acquired that 
he was constantly asked to act as judge in dis- 
putes, the parties concerned preferring to 
accept his decisions to appealing to the courts 
of justice. 

On the conclusion of the treaty between En- 
gland antl the ex-Khedive Ismail for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade, Raouf Pasha, Goy- 
ernor of the Soudan, begun a campaign against 
the stave-dealers, his pgincipal attack being di- 
rected at Ahmed Suleiman, whose position and 
capacity had marked him out as a natural 
leader of these trathckers in human flesh. 
Bashi-Bazouks were sent to ¢ffect his arrest, 
with orders to bind him hand and foot. These 
irregulars, as a matter of course, tried to turn 
their mission to good account. They frankly 
proposed to Ahmed Suleiman that he should 
buy them off with backsheesh, which they 
offered to e in negresses, if not convenient 
to pay in money. Ahmed Suleiman refused 
tne conditions, and a free fight ensued, 
in which five of his own tollowers 
were killed, but the Bashi-Bazouks re- 
tired with a loss of eleven slain. in- 
cluding an officer, Startled at thé unexpected 
issue of this attempt to seize the rebel, the Gov- 
ernment sent against him a battalion of regu- 
lars. Ahmed Suleiman was not daunted. He 
collected all the men he could and fousht the 
troops from behind a rampart of camels with 
signal success. The upshot of this victory was 
the recognition of Ahmed Sulefman as the chief 
of the slave-traders, who entered into a formal 
compact to obey him while he resisted the Cairo 
Government. Such was the state of affairs 
when Gordon Pasha appeared on the scene. As 
a Christian he could only have succeeded by | 
force, and even the non-Muzulmans were dead 
against him, o to his uncompromising hos- 
tility to the slave-trade. During the whole of 
this period the Souddnese obtained supplies of 
arms and ammunition from Europeans. 

Up to this time Ahmed Suleiman had ad- 

no sort of pretensions to a religious 
title. It was his foes who first compelled him, 
so to speak, to avail himself of the idea. Riaz 
Pasha, who became President of the Council of 
Ministers after the depositione of Khedive 
Ismall, seems to have been responsibie for the 
blunder. Thinking to rob the chief rebel of all 
Moslem sympathy he branded him with the 
epithet ** False Mahdi.“ The effect of this step 
was the reverse of sanguine anticipations 
Riaz Pasha. Ahmed Suleiman’s followers, who 
had already mooted the subject, immediately 
professed to find fulfilled in his person the signs 
of the true Mahdi. It is moreover estimated 
that no less than 4,000 persons who had been 
expelled by Riaz from Egypt straightway came 
under his flag. On the outbreak of Aram and 
Colohels in 1881 Riaz endeavored to send 

e famous First Regiment with the mutinous 
Colonels to the Soudan. Later on the Khedive 
authorized Arabi, then War Minister, to carry 
out this intention, and telegrams were pfo- 
duced stating urgent need of reénforcements in 
those parts. Arabi acquiesced in the proposal 
and the regiment was ready to march when he 
got an inkling that some trickery was med- 
itated and instantly countermanded its 
departure. This measure, wh was only 
meant to defeat a move on the part 
of his Cairo antago@ists, may have 
served Arabi well at an important juncture, as 
it probably paved the way for a friendly recep- 
tion of the overtures made by him to Ahmed 
Suleiman when the squadrons anchored off 
Alexandria. On that occasion Arabi wrote a 
letter to the insurgent leader to the following 
éffect: If you are warring against the tyran- 
ny of this arbi Government come to us 
with your men, your arms, and your ammuni- 
tion and aid us.” Ahmed Suleiman replied that 
he would accept his advice and obey his orders, 
and that he had put a stop to hostilities, adding 
that he was. completely at Arabi's disposal? and 
only awaiting instructions to join him with his 
whole army. 

The collapse of Arabi's rebellion left the 
Mahdi to fight this battle alone. So far all 
circumstances have helped him. At first the 
mountain tribes and inhabitants generally ot 
the Soudan refused to place faith in his divine 
mission, but by degrees they discovered in him 
the attributes of the true Mahdi, and have 
ended by convin themselves that he is the 
simon-pure. His disciples are said to rely in 
part on a book which corresponds somewhat to 
the Apocalypse of the Christians, styled * El 
Gafr.“ This work should be of a very com- 
prehensive character, for it is alleged to indi- 
cate that Halim Pasha, the youngest son 
of Mehemet i, ig the lawful Khedive. 
The Egyptian Government did more than any- 
thing else for Ahmed Suleiman. If Cairo had 
taken no notice of the religious pretension it 
might have been allowed to die out. The 
Khedive's Cabinet adopted the opposit view. 
It hopeu. by denouncing Ahmed Suleiman as a 
false prophet, to detach from him his Moslem 
supporters, Instead of doing so the fetvah had 
quite the contrary effect. Men suddenly awoke 
to the fact that there was a Mahdi in existence, 
and, hating the rule of the actual Government, 
quickly arrived at the conclusion that he was 
the true one. 

Various other events have increased the sym- 
— for Ahmed Suleiman. Most of the Sou- 

anese are Malkites. Sheik Alesh Mufti of their 
sect was thrown into prison by the Egyptians, 
and died there under suspicion of poison. De- 
sire of vengeance prompted his people to join 
the Mahdi. The treatment of Arabi and the 
fact that the English had to snatch him from 
execution solemnly decreed even by a fetvah 
has created the impression that the tians 
were less disposed to be lenient to the Mahdi's 
friend than the English, who overthrew him. 
A great ally has likewise joined Ahmed Sulei- 
man in the person of Sheik Elenousi, who 
styles himself the forerunner of the Mahdi, 
and, what is of still greater consequence, has at 
his back large stores of munitions of war. But 
after alt the sheet-anchor of Ahmed Suleiman 
is the disaffection towards their own rulers of 
the Egyptian people. | 


KING JOHN AND EL MAHDI. | 
King John of Abyssitriia has made the fol- 
lowing reply to an invitation sent him by the 
Mahdi to unite forces and together to harry the 
fruitful plains of the Delta: May the writing 
of John, the chosen of the Lord, the King of 
Zion, the King of the Ethiopian Kings, reach 
the hands of bim who is a prophet among the 
Turks. By the grace of the God of Saints 
and the intercession of our Lady of Zion I and 
my army are keeping well. Praised be the 
grace of the Highest! How art thou? Thou 
hast written to me: I ama great prophet. I 
will not seek strife with thee. Peace be be- 
tween us.“ 1 do not know whether it be the 
will of God that we should fight against cach 
other; but what does that matter? Arewe not 
enemies in our hearts? I am a Christian and 
thou arta Turk. Where I am there thou canst 
not be; where thou art there I cannot live in 
peace.

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The sixth annual meeting of the Citizens’ 
League for the Suppression of the Bale of 
Liquor to Minors was heldat the Grand Pacific

President Rumsey expressed gratification 
the large attendance, as it evidenced interest 


the league and its work. . 
Secretary Fisher read the report of the Exec- 
utive Committee, which was as follows: 

Tune operations of the league during the last year 
have covered a wider range and, we believe, been 
more fruitful of substantial results than during 
any previous year of its history. This work may 
be classified under three divisions: First, the ef- 
fort to obtain a high-license law; second, the pros- 
ecution of the work of the league in our own city 
und vicinity; and, third, the aid extended to dis- 
tant cities and States in the organization of similar 


WORKING FOR HIGH LICENSE. — 

Your committee have long held that one of the 
greatest hindrances to their work was the exces- 
sively large number of saloons (a number out of 
all proportion to the population of our city), and 
that the disreputable habits and character of a 
large portion of those to whom licenses to sell in- 
toxicating liquors were granted was 4 standing 
menace to the best interests of the people, and 
especially to the young. Accordingly the Citizens’ 
League have for several years advocated and 
worked for not only an increase in the price 
of the ‘saloon license, but for a reform 
in the manner of granting them. hoping by that 
means to materially reduce the number of saloons 
and to place the business in the hands of a more 
reputable class of men. To this end they peti- 
tioned the Mayor and the Common Council in 1880. 
again in 1881, and again in 1882 to advance the price 
Ot saloon licenses from $62 per year to $300, but 
without avail. The efforts of our late President, 
F. F. Elmendorf, in this direction were persistent 
and untiring. 7 

Farly in the year 1883 the. league had a bill pre- 
pared and presented to the Legislature by the Hon. 
William H. Harper providing that the price of a 
lieense for keeping a dramstrop in any city, town, 
ot Village of the State should be at the rate of not 
less than $500 per annum, and for selling malt 
liquors only $150 per annum. It was also made a 
penal offense for a‘saloonkeeper to sell distilled 
_Hiquors under a beer license. Soon after the bill 
was presented to the Legislature petitions were 
distributed by the agents of the league throughout 
the city ng that the bill might be passed, and in 
one day over 22,000 signatures were secused, and 
they were afterwards presented to the House of 
Representatives. By a systematic effort blank 
petitions were forwarded to the cities, towns, 
and villages throughout the State with 
the request that they be signed and sent tothe Rep- 
resentatives of their respective districts at Spring- 
field. In a very short time the whole State became 
sroused and interested in the passage of the Hur- 
per bill, every mail brought hundreds of petitions 
and thousands of signatures, and every Represent- 
ative, whether favorable or unfavorable te the bill, 
had scores of petitions sent bim, signed by his own 
constituents, praying that the same might become 
u law. Delegations of prominent citizens also vis- 
ited Springtield in the interests of this measure, 
and after a bitter and protracted struggle the bill 
was finally, after some amendmepts, passed and 
signed by the Governor, became alaw the 15th 
day of June, 1883, and went into effect the Ist 
day of July last. 

As yet the full benefits of this law—thanks a 
nullifying Mayor and Common Council—have not 
been realized in this city, but in many other dities 

towns in the State it hus had the effect for 
which it was intended—namely: the reduction 
of the number of saloons and the driving 
out of the business the most disrep; 
utable and irresponsible class of salbon- 
keepers. The saloon-licenses in this city granted 
in 1882 expired the 30th day of June last, and the 
Harper law went into effect the following day. The 
Mayor and Common Council, however, in order to 
defeat the operation of the law for nine months 
passed an ordinance the 18th day of June ‘granting 
licenses to saloonkeepers up to April, 1884, for 
$103. This bold attempt to nullify a State law, 
which was designed to furnish additional protec- 
tion to the community against a dangerous busi- 
ness, and the hurried and shameless manner in 
which the act was consummated, aroused the in- 
dignation of the entire community. Its immediate 
effect was to rob the City Treasury of a large 
revenue, estimated at not less than $1,000,000 
This ordimance and the licenses issued under it 
were regarded by many of our leading citizens as 
illegal and void, and the Citizens’ League, at their 
urgent solicitation and with pledges of financial 
y support, undertook to test their legality in the 
courts. Under the able management of our at- 
torneys, C. C. and C. L. Zonney and James I. High, 
aided by the Hon. James McCartney, Attorney- 
General of the State, a case is now pending before 
the Supreme Court to decide this question, and 
also the constitutionality of the Harper law. It is 
expected that the courf will render their decision 
some time this month. We cannot go further 
into detail as to the work done by the league and 
the expense it has incurred in relation to this 
license question. Such information would not in- 
terest the public. Suffice it to say that many days 
and weeks and months of hard and earnest work 
were given by the committee who had it in charge. 
he expense of the prosecution has been very 
all wheh compared with the work accomplished 
by our counsel. Should the Supreme Court decide 
that the city ordinance referred to is illegal and 
void, and that the Harper law is constitutional, Pen 
will we not have labor in vain. fe 


SAL@ OF LIQUOR TO MINORS. 


The regular work of our league in this city and 
vicinity has been pushed, we believe, with more 
vigor and greater success than ever before. It was 
found Gesirable for all concerned in order . 
more systematic and harmonious working of 
forces that the West Side and the North Side 
leagues should be consolidated with the Chic 
league and merged under one management. 
was accordingly done and the Executive Committee 
was enlarged in number to fifteen. General Agent 
Andrew Paxton and his associate agerts, Alben- 
sonand Abbott, have worked faitnfully and to the 
satisfaction of your committee. During the year 
the several police courts in the city have been vis- 
ited daily by our agents, and the cases |.

The results of these vigorous prosecutions h 
been most salutary and gratifying, boys and gi 
have to a large extent been kept out of the saloons, 
the practice of selling liquor to small boys over the 
bar in the saloons has been almost entirely suppress- 
ed, and even the sale to young men of from 19 to 21 
years of age es been stopped to a large extent, 
The sale to ors in pails and bottles has been 
greatly reduced, so that now the saloonkeepers of 
Chicago thoroughly understand that it is a danger- 
ous practice to sell liquor to minors, or even 
drunkards, for we are happy to say that our éf- 
forts to suppress the sale of liquor to persons in- 
toxicated and who are in the habit of getting 
toxicated have been quite as successful as our 
forts to suppress the sale of liquor to minors. 

VISITATION. OF HOMES. 

One of the most practical, useful, and at t 
same time most agreeable part of the work of 
agents has been the visitation of the homes of 
minors and drunkards whom they have found 
saloons. Nearly 1.000 of such visits have 
made‘during the last year, and many have been 
expressions of thanks and many the prayers — 
fered by broken-hearted wives and mothers for 
blessings to descend upon the Citizens’ League 
its work. In tnis connection we are pleased to re- 
port a large reduction of juvenile crime in this city 
the last year. According to the Statistics, kindjy 
furnished by the Police Department, the arrest of 
minors has over 1,000 less ih 1883 than y 
were in 1882, which is very gratifying when we 
consider the large increase in our population. _ 

To Austin J. Doyle, our effieient Superintendent 
of Police, we wish to tender hearty acknowleds 
ment for the ready and valuable assistance he he 
rendered unto the league. Mr. Doyle has evi

He who was wont to preside at our 
meetings, whose hand we loved to grasp in friend- 
ship, and whose voice was always full of hope and 
encouragement, has passed on to join the silent 
majority. Our loved and honored President, F. F. 
Elmendorf, was taken sick Oct. 4, and, after a brief 
filness, died at 12:30 a. m. Oct. II. . Your 
committee have also to record the loss by death of 
another of their number, the late W. H. Newcomb. 
. » But notwithstanding these heavy losses the 
work of your committee has not slackened or 
abated. 

In Conclusion your committee would earnestly 
impress u members and friends of the league 
the necessity of even greater efforts than have 
been madein the past. The enemy we fight is 
crafty and powertul, and he is not by any means 
dead.

MR. RUMSEY ACCEPTS. 


Mx. Rumsey, in accepting, said that, for the 
money expended, the league did more good for 
the city than any other organization, and was 
worthy the support of all citizens. It was in 
its infancy, and he believed the organization 
would spread over the country, since it was a 
necessity. The grand jury needed looking 
after, and also the men who after conviction 
carried on the saloon business in the name of 
some one else. He believed better results 
would be showu this year than ever before. 
MR, PAXTON. 

Mr. Paxton was called on, and said when the 
league was organized the liquor business in 
Chicago was practically unrestrained, and the 
hope of bringing to justice violators of the law 
was considered a wild dream. But the attempt 
was made and all knew the outcome. He was 
giad to say that today the saloonkeepers ac- 
knowledged that they were practically at the 
feet of the league, realizing that if they sold 
liquor to minors or habitual drunkards 
cution and punishment were sure to follow. 
One of the difficulties the agents had to con- 
tend with was that licenses were given to dog- 
fighters, prize-fighters, harlots, thieves, and 
vagrants—persons who had no regard for law, 
and paid no attention to it. Over 1,000 were 
arrested in 1882 for various crimes. Another 
difficulty was the grand jury. The majority of 
that body was usually made up of saloonkeep- 
ers and the'r friends, who would not find in- 
dictments for violations of the liquor laws. 

THE HARPER LAW. 

Mr. Shaffer read a circular issues by the 
Saloonkeepers’ Association from which it ap- 
peared that their attorney, Mr. McKeougb, had 
given an opinion that the Harper law would be 
declared constitutional, and therefore all sa- 
loonkeepers were urged (0 unite to ** counter- 
act its effects. 

It was decided to hold the annual meeting 
hereafter the third Tuesday in January and to 
increage the membership tye to $10. 

C. C. BONNEY. 

Mr. C. C. Bonney made a few remarks, say- 
ing that the league accomplished its results 
with the least expenditure, and its success 
showed its worth. He agreed with Mr. Mc- 
Keough as to the Harper law. If anything 
were needed to make it stronger the next Leg- 
islat ure, educated and enlightened by the con- 
troversy, would be prepared to give what the 
decent people of the State wanted. There 
would be no compromise. One party or the 
other must be defeated. The -liquor-dealers 
must obey the law and submit to the autnori- 


ties or be annihilated. [Applause.] The 
legislative ax would be applied to the 
roots of tree of corruption in 


Chicago, and it would be cut down. The large 
cities would not be looked to for reform, but 
the people of the country. [Applause.] 
THE TOWN OF LAK 
. Mr. Neill gave an account of the league in 
the Town of Lake.

If there is a man in Chicago who knows all 
about the position of the American bog in 
Germany, and who feels keenly the insults this 
useful productof our free and enlightened coum- 
try has been subjected to at the hands of a 
despotic German Government, that man is Mr. 
Sam Shoenemann, of the firm of Shoene- 
mann Brothers, packers and exporters of hog 
products. Mr. Shgenemann exported the 
first American pork to Germany, estab-

| ing himself to the development of a German 


market for the product of the Chicago pack- 
ing-houses. Some months ago he abandoned 
his residence in Antwerp and came back to 
Chicago because the prohibition of American 
pork in Germany had reduced his business to 
one-tenth ot its former extent.

quietly to the prohibition of the same article in 
ce two years before that. Wher the 
neh Government barred its ports against 
our pork I wrote a letter from Antwerp to- THE, 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE Calling attention to this out- 
rage and suggesting that Congress immediately 
adopt retaliatory measures against France, be- 
cause, as I stated in my letter, I felt. sure that 
Germany would imitate the example of France 
if the Government of the United States pock- 
eted the insult offered its commerce by a sis- 
ter Republic.” 
* How was it an insu Ps 
It was the worst insult imaginable, because 
the prohibition was accompanied By the ¢nfa- 
mously malicious statement that it was a meas- 
ure tn the interest of public health, and that the 
American hog was riddied with trichine. Now, 
the real reason for the prohibition of Amer- 
ican pork was retaliation for the high duties 
levied by our Government on French manu- 
factures for the benefit of a few Eastern man- 
ufacturers, but they did not want to say so, 
and so cooked up the story about the preva- | 
lence of trichine in American hogs. This 
was all the more infamous as there never has 
been in France a casé of trichinasis which 
could be traced to the consumption of Ameéri- 
can pork. Unfortunately, our own Prof. Det- 
mers, by his injudicious talk, furnished mate- 
rial to build this pretext on. Well, had my 
warning at that time been heeded, and 
had the Congress of the United States replied 
to the prohibition of American pork in France 
by prohibiting the importation of French 
wines—for which the best sanitary reasons ex- 
ist, as there is hardly a drop of claret exported 
from France that is not adulterated—had that 
been done the French Government would 
quickly have altered its mind and taken back 
the decree. But the United States, forgetful 
of the duty it owes its citizens, took the 
insult offered by France in the meekest possi- 
ble spirit, and so paved the way for the prohi- 
bition of American pork in Germany.”’ 
GERMAN PROHIBITION. 


„What is the actual réason for the latter?“ 

It is a two-fold one.) In the first place the 
Junker element in Germany, the owners of the 
large landed estates in Northern Germany, did 
not like to see the importation of American 
pork, which could be sold at considerably 
cheaper prices than they were in the habit of 
selling pork at.

He wanted to strike a blow at Ameri- 
ca’s commercial interests and not only prevent 
the exchange of American products for Ger- 
man money, but also injure the American ex- 
porters in all the markets of the world. There- 
fore, retaliation for the American tariff was 
only occasionally hinted at in commercial 
circles, while the official organs teemed 
with the most malicious attacks on our meat 
products of all kinds, and with demands that 
they be excluded from rinany because they 
end the health of the German people.”’

Not the slightest. In Westphalia over 14. 
000 heads of families signed a petition against

IN THE FRENCH CHAMBERS. 

PARIS, Dec. 23.—In the Chamber today M. 
Paul Bert objected to the recent decree of M. 
Herisson, Minister of Commerce, removing the 
interdiction on American pork, which he con- 
sidered dangerous to the public health. M. 
Herisson said that full investigation showed 
this danger to be chimerical. American pork 
was freely admitted into England, Belgium, 
and Switzerland, and no trichiniasis had oc- 
curred. It was a precious food for the poor. 
M. Paul Bert persisted, and the Chamber de- 
cided to debate the question on a formal in- 
terpellation Saturday. Should M. Bert turn 
out M. Herisson on the pork question, it 
is thought he will take his place. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The battle of trichiniasis in 
the Chamber resulted in the defeat of M. Heris- 
son, the Minister of Commerce. M. Ferry in 
his speech at Havre promised the merchants 
there that the decree prohibiting the importa- 
tion of Am pork should be repealed. On 
this occasion Premier, whose words mignt 
have altered the vote, left M. Herigson to floun- 
der about by himself, and the majority led by 
M. Gaudin, who is interested in French bacon, 
voted against him by 200 to 221. M. Paul Bert 
dwelt on the ravages of trichiniasis, but on the 
other hand M. Herisson produced much scien- 
tific opinion to show that it does not attack 
buman beings, and that at most only one, and 
that a doubtful case, bas been produced in all 
‘France. M. Herisson, almost the last Liberal 
left in the Cabinet, though deserted by his 
chief, now refuses to resign, saying truly 
enough that the resolution for admitting Amer- 
ican pork was voted by the whole Cabinet. 


AMID NORTHERN ION AOK S 


Failure of the Costly Efforts to Make a 
Commercial Highway of the Kara 

Sea. | 

New York Sun: Mr. Francis Rust, a member 
ot the Dytch Scientific Corps that went out in 
the Varna to establish a station and take 
“meteorological observations at the mouth of. 
the Yenesei River, has arrived in this city. The 
Varna never reached its destination, but was 
crushed last spring in the ice of the Kara Sea, 
just east of Nova Zembla, and the party would 
doubtless have perished if Lieut. Hovguard in 
his exploring ship had not been near at hand. 
“The special duty that I was to undertake,” 
said Mr. Rust yesterday, was to work my way 
up the Yenesei as far as Yeneseisk, in Asiatic 
Siberie, 1,200 miles from the mouth of the 
river. I was to explore the country and report 
upon the best means of bringing grain and 
other produce down the Yenesei and Obi Riv- 
ers to make cargoes for the steamers that 
— — sent from Europe in August and Sep- 
tember.” 
What do you think are, the prospects of 
carrying on trade between Europe and Siberia 
by way of the Kara Sea? asked the reporter. 
Very poor, indeed, Fortunes ve been 
thrown away in the last five years in attempts 
to demonstrate the practicability of this route. 
But the ice conditions of the Kara Sea are so 
uncertain that there is little possibility of 
utilizing these waters as a commercial route. 
In my opinion the efforts that have been made 
in this direction will not be repeated. 
** Baron Nordenskjoid is largely responsible 
for the recent attempts to open communication 
between European ports and the Yenesei and 
Obi Rivers. hen he returned from his fa- 
mous voyage in the Vega he said, with the ut- 
most confidence, that the mouth of the Yenesei 
River could be reached any year in Au- 
gust or September. Acting upon this advice, 
and encouraged also by the fact that 
since 1869 there had been several seasons 
in which the Kara Sea had offered no difficul- 
ties to navigation. Mr. Sibiriakoff and Baron 
Knoop, two wealthy Russians, established sta- 
tions on the Yenesei and Obi Rivers for the 
purpose of opening trade with Asiatic Siberia, 
whose soil is very fertile and ita climate de- 
lightful. Their enterprises have been carried 
on at a great cost and with unsatisfactory re- 
sults. Baron Knoop's steamer, the Louise, has 
tried for five seasons to reach the Yenesei with 
a cargo, and has succeeded only twice. When 
she has been unsuccessful she has returned 
with her cargo to Hammerfest, stored it there 
for the winter, and returned with it to the Kara 
Seain the following summer. The winds there 
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Kara Sea with ice, making it impossible to get 
into the sea at all. 

Mr. Rust said that the great herring industry 
of Northern Norway was in a decline. Trom- 
se,“ he said, is nearly ruined, and her once 
well-to-do merchants, most of them, have 
either failed or transferred their business to 
other parts of Norway. Tromsde until recent- 
ly was the place where the fishermen brought 
in the largest amount of herrings, and in the 
season when the fish came from the sea into 
the flords the town could hardly procure 
enough laborers to salt the herrings. For some 
| reason the herrings now frequent more souther- 
_ly waters, and the last few seasons have brought 
nothing but loss to the Tromsée merchants and 
fishermen. 


| BOSTON’S SEWERAGE EXPERIMENT. 

_ Springfield (Mass.) Republican: The public 
will follow with interest Boston's experiment 
of leading its sewage into deep tide water. 
Jan. 1 the pumps were set in motion at Old 
Harbor Poing, the final discharge being at 
Moon Island. The entire cost has been $4,544,- 
272, and the building of the sewerage is spoken of 
as one of the greatest engineering feats of 
the age.“ It may seem a little hypercritical to 
express a regret on this inaugural day of great 
enterprise that Boston did not see fit to include. 
in its plans all the possibilities in the case. 
London has taught the world that a nuisance 
can be turned into a profitable product availa- 
ble for agriculture. market gardaners 
about the city eagerly take up all the sewage 
fertilizers turned out at the London works, 
and find them even better than what they 
buy in tha market. At Pullman, the infant 
city of Illinois, also, the revenue derived from 
the saleof the manipulated sewage is a good 
and fair interest upon the money invested 
in the works, to say nothing of the incalcula- 
ble benefit to the community in the solution of 
a serious difficulty. A glance at the North 
Cambridge and Arlington meadows, and in fact 
the market gardening section of Middlesex 
County, ought to satisfy any one as to the ex- 
travagance of the policy which dumps the 
refuse of a great city into the sea. It is an 
open question, moreover, whether the deep 
tide” will take and hold this sewage. Nan- 
tasket and the contiguous beaches may have 
occasion hereafter to thank Boston heartily 
for perfuming the surf and giving a new value 
te their bathing privileges. Of course, the 
present works need not be abandoned, even if 
they prove to be a nuisance. The pumping- 
station can be turned into a fertilizing factory, 
but the roundabout way of getting at it will 

be very expensive.

Gilbert and Sullivan's Travesty on Tenny- 
| son's Princess. 


An Abstract of the Libretto of the Opera, 


Philadelphia Press, Jan, 6: Through the cour- 


“tesy of Mr. J. M. Stoddard, who bas the sole 


right of publishing Mr. W. S. Gilbert's liprettos, 
the Press is enabled to present its readers with 
an abstract of the new comic opera. Princess 
Ida; or, Castle Adamant,” which was per 
tormed for the first time last night in London. 
The music, written by Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
composer of Pinafore"’ and lolanthe, has 
not yet come to hand, so it is only by the 
book of the opera that we can judge of its 
merits. 

b* Princess Ida is an open travesty of Baron 
Tennyson-d Eyncourt's [medley. o “The Priu- 
cess. It consists of a prolog and two acts, 
and follows the course of the latter pretty 
closely, and, as those who are familiar with it, 
will see bits its weak points with unerring 
shafts of ridicule. There is a great deal in the 
book quite equal in wit to the best parts of Gil- 
Ddert’s other plays; the dialog descends as fre- 
quently to rather dubious puns, and, with per- 
haps one exception, the songs are not so brill- 
jant. it has, in fact, the faults of an extrav- 
aganza suggested by an extravaganza. It has 
a limited literary interest and is more likely to 
be appreciated by a few than those which made 
fun of solemn entities like the Lord High Ad- 
miral or the Lord Chancellor, whom even the 
bootblack in the street could recognize. This 
is in some respects grand, epic, suicidal,” and 
filled with *“chimpras, crotebets, Christmas 
solecisms, seven-headed mousters. The pro- 
lox. begins with a chorus of soldiers and 
courtiers gathered about King Hildebrand’s 
Palace “looking out through opera-glusses, 
telescopes, etc., and singing, under the lead of 
Viorian, the words: 

Search throughout the panorama 
For sign of royal Gama. 
Who today should cross the water 


With his fascinating daughter— 
Ida is her name. 


Some misfortune evidently 
Has detained them—consequently 
Search throughout the panorama 
For the daughter of King Gama, 
Prince Hilarion’s flame. 

Florian is the first to suggest that perhaps 
Prince Hilarion’s hopes will be sadly blighted 
by Ida breaking the vows she piighted by

A RUSSIAN EXILE. 


The History of a Noted Political Pris- 
oner—Why He Was Banished— 
His Mode of Life. 


ASTRACHAN, Dec. 11.— News. |—The 
mystery which has 80 long enshrouded the fate 
of one of the most remarkable figures in the 
history of Russian Nihilism may now be re 
garded as definitly dispelled. I have seen and 
conversed with Tschernishevsky,* have heard 
his story from his own lips. I found him at 
his new quarters in a quiet street near the 
centre of Astrachan. He received me with a 
mixture of affability and reserve natural both 
to the man and his position. For this I was 
prepared. What I had not looked forward to 
was the rather abrupt wrench to preconceived 
notions given by his whole personality as he 
came forward to shake me by the hand. I had 
pictured him as a man prematurely old, wear- 
ing his nineteen years of exile broadly marked 
upon hair, features, and gait. Instead of the 
decrepit sylny depicted so frequently in 
Nihilistic literature, he stood before me erect, 
broad-shouldered, strong-limbed, and active, 
looking at 55 fully ten years younger. Yet, 
as impression succeeded impression, I found 
my first surprise beginning to evaporate, We 
took seats at a side table, and cigars were 
brought. I could then look Tschernishevsky 
fullin the face. Anything more unlike the 
pale, attenuated countenance of the earlicr 
photographs conld scarcely be imagined. That 
youthful spirituality of expression whieh has 
80 long been the dream of the St. Petersburg 
coursiste is gone. Good-humored, expressive 
feat@res are left, it is true—blue eyes, spark- 
ling with intelligence, a high forehead, over the 
right of which brown locks are allowed to fall 
in careless confusion, and a beard just suf- 
ficiently developed to continue the symmetry 
of the lower part of the face. But healthy 
and strong Tschernishevsky cannot be. Rest- 
less in his manner to an unusual degree, some 


of his movements struck me as convulsive, 
half involuntary. He is a confirmed myope, 
and his glance through spectacles is uneasy 
and uncertain. His hands trembled. At times 
he would almost spring from his chair 
to fetch something from an adjoining apart- 


same startling abruptness. Now and then he 
indulged in a short dry laugh—the only oasis 
ofa long pause and silence between us—as 
some recollection seemed to sweep across his 
brain; but whether the recollection was comical 
or serious, pleasant or painful, I could never 
find out. I saw clearly enough that he was 
suffering from chronic nervous prostration, 
and I let him talk as and when he would. He 
conversed with me quite freely. Tschernishev- 
sky is a perfect master of English, which he 
likes, he told me, better than his native tongue, 
but he knows it only as a dead language.“ 
He could not ejaculate a word. Yet by a 
strange contradiction, Latin, the only really 
dead language with which he is familiar, he 
talks fluently. French he speaks impertectly, 
German not at all. Our conversation was 
throughout in Russian; but when he desired to 
be unusually emphatic he would seize paper 
and pencil and scribble off a few lines in correct 
idiomatic English. 
. WHY HE WAS EXILED. 

Tschernishevaky, delighted to find an English- 
man familiar with his writings, at once con- 
sented to tell me what he knew concerning the 
cause of his exile. His treatises on art and 

hilosophy were, of course, out of the question. 

e smiled when I spoke of **Chto dyelat.“ 
shaking his head as I told him that in Western 
Europe there were writers under the impres- 
sion that it was his romance which had mainly 
given offense to the Government. That is an 
error.“ he replied. ‘My fate has not been in 
any way influenced by anything I have apoken, 
written, or done since my imprisonment, and 
‘Chto dvyelat, you remember, was composed 
by mein the Petro-Pavilovsky Fortress at St. 
Petersburg.“ Tsehernishevsky went on to ex- 
plain that the real cause of his imprisonment 
and exile was a series of articles on political ana 
economical] subjects published ia Nekrassov’s 
review, the Sovrementk Contemporary), amongst 
them being a criticism of John Stuart Mill's 
work on political economy. We then came to 
the exile itself. Tschernishevsky’s replies 
showed that most of the statements published 
concerning his place of banishment have been 
Incorrect. He never was at Kolymsk, known 
in Siberian lite re as “the lost post.“ 
From 1864, the yeaFin which he was exiled, to 
1871 he lived at a station in the Zabaikul Prov- 
ince, Eastern Siberia; since 171 up to the 
present year he has been detained at Vilhisk, a 
town on the River Viini, not far from Yakutsk. 
I asked the cause of the transference. Tscher- 
nishevsky replied: ** The formal katorga (hard 
lobor) was at an end in 1871; I was then for- 
mally named a poselenyets (freed convict al- 
lowed to become colonist); and Vilnisk was 
designated by the Government as my new 
place of residence.“ Knowing that his sen- 
tence was fourteen years’ hard labor in the 
mines—afterwards commuted to seven—with 
subsequent exile to Siberia for life, I asked 


what he meant by “formal  katorga.”’ 
Was he not. a convict? Had he not 
been in the mines? “No,” was his 


answer. I never worked as a convict, and 1 
have never been one in any sense of the word. 
It is quite true that I was named a convict in 
the officia! organ of the Government, but that 
was a formal thing only—nothing more.” 
memberint the story of the subterranean gal- 
leries I inquired: ** Were you ever in chains?!“ 
For some days,“ be replied after a pause; 
“perhaps a week; but it was done by some 


stood my real relations with the authorities. 
When the Government came to hear of it they 
gave orders that it should not be repeated. But 
that.“ he went on, with aslight wave of the 
hand, is hardly worth speaking of. That epi- 
sode excepted, I was always treated by the 
agents of the Government as respectfully as 
any man living could desire. My treatment was 
not that of a convict, but throughout that of a 
risoner of war. The hard labor of which I 
ave spoken was for me, as well as for many of 
the Russlan and Polish political exiles among 
whom my lot was cast, a name only—it existed 
on paper, but had no reality.“ 
HIS LIFE AS A CONVICT. 
I next questioned Tschernishevsky as to his 
pecuniary resources, Occupations, and society 
in exile. His position asa formal convict”’ 
‘does not seem to have differed much from that 
of the other katorzhniki treated as prisoners 
of war.” During the period of his stay in the 
Zabaikal Province he received considerable 
sums of money from the poet Nekrassov and 
other friends. As a poselenyets he was spe- 
cially provided for. The ordinary colonist 
is required to earn his own living, either by 
cultivating the piece of land apportioned to him 
or by obtaining employment of some kind. 
Throughout the twelve years of his residence 
at Vilnisk Tschernishevsky had about 200 rou- 
bles (£20) allowed to him annually by the Gov- 
ernment. On my remarking that this sum was 
a small one, he replied that food was cheap in 
Vilnisk, and his wants being few 
he had found the amount quite ample. 


„Society?“ he went on, half repeat- 
ing my own interrogation, “What could 
you expect? The only society I had during the 


first period of my banishment was that of some 
Russian and many Polish political exiles. Some 
of them I loved ardently and love still. At Viln- 
isk I had no society worth speaking of—merely 
that ot muzhiks and of people from whom I 
purchased. Lou spent some of your time 
in writing.” I suggested. I did,” he said. 
** When ideas came into my head I wrote, but 
Ihave preserved nothing. I composed while 
in Siberia several novels and some treatises on 
universal history, but they have all been 
burnt. By you! I queried. *‘ By me,“ he 
replied. Tschernishevysky further told me that 
he was permitted to receive newspapers and re- 
views, I understood him to say, throughout the 
period of his exile. The only Russian newspa- 
per he mentioned was a Siberian publication, 
and the only foreign one, the [Qustrated London 
News. He had two or three full bookshelves at 
Vilnisk, but the only serious work within his 
reach was a copy Of the poems of Byron. His 
other English companion in exile was a Tauch- 


*The following sketch of the remarkable man re- 
ferred do above appears in the latest edition of the

A LONG JOURNEY. 

Astrachan is usually regarded by political 
exiles as their “hospital.” There are living 
here at the present moment about a dozen per- 
sons who have been transferred hither from 
the northern governments and other parts of 
the Empire with u view to the improve- 
ment of their heal Tschernishevsky as- 
sured me that his bodily condition bad noth- 
ing to do with his removal.

It was a long, slow 
road; it took ten days to go 700 versts in the di- 
rection of Irkutsk. | The subsequent eighty- 
four versts being traversible by carriage we 
took the post-wagon. After that the route was 
by river. I traveléd 2,300 versts along the 
Lena in a boat specially purchased for my use 
by the Government. This part of the journey 
took up more than) twenty days. The re- 
maining 371 versts to Irkutsk was by 
post-wagon. At Irkutek an attempt 
was made to purchase a tarantass; but 
time being of importance and it being impos- 
sible to procure asuitable vehicle in the few 
hours I cared to stay, the Colonel of Police lent 
me his tarantass, and in that I continued my 
journey, in great comfort, to the railway ter- 
minus at Orenburg. I then went by rail to 
Syzran, on the Volga, and from that place to 
Astrachan in the post-wagon.”’ is was 
Tschernishevsky’s brief account of his return 
to Europe, and it would have ended thus had I 
not inquired why he had not descended the 
Volga to Syzran by! steamer. Why was the 
postal route resumed at the time of open nav- 
igation? Hereplied simply: It was my own 
wish to go on without waiting. The authori- 
ties would have proviſled me with a tarantass, 
but I preferred the) postal-wagon, being do- 
sirous of reaching my destination without de- 
lay. Lam accustomed to traveling by postal- 
wagon, which suits mp fairly well. I was able 
to sleep en route, and reached Astrachan with- 
out being at all fatigued.’’ | 

Tschernisheveky’s lodgings 
three apartments up a double flight of stairs, 
approachable through a courtyard odoriferous 
with the smell of detaying vegetable matter, 
and within easy distance of the official resi- 
dencé of the Governor of Astrachan. The 
rooms are cleanly, but in no sense luxuriously 
furnished. One charm at least they have for 
Tschernishevsky, and that is that they make it 
possibi¢ for him, after nineteen years of lonely 
existence in Siberia, to enjoy the society of his 
wife, the first Russian to greet him on Eu- 
ropean soil after his long journey of nearly 
7,000 versts. In other respects his position is 
not one of unmixed) cheerfalness. To define 
it with precision would be difficult. Tscherni- 
shevsky is no longer an exile-colonist, no long- 
er under formal katorga, or subject to treat- 
ment as a “prisoner of war; but that he is 
under police surveillance of the strictest 
though most unobstrusive kind, I have abund- 
ant reason to know. His own impression that 
he is allowed perfect freedom of move- 
ment in Astrachau is no doubt amply 
justified by the instructions given to the local 
authorities. But he amy prefers to livein 
seclusion, and is above all strongly averse to 
receiving visitors. What the intentions of the 
Government are with regard to him is at pres- 
ent unknown. It is equally uncertain how long 
he may remain in Astrachan. But to me, who 
have marked the absence of even the faintest 
indications of rancor in his allusions to the 
Government, and have heard his warm appre- 
ciation of the act of clemency which has trans- 
ferred him from Asiajto Europe, it seems that 
the time is near when the quinquagenarian who 
wrote crude Socialism in his youth will be no 
longer regarded as dangerous to the internal 
quiet of the Russian Empire, and when a few 
newspaper articles, produced more than two 
decades ago, will be deemed amply atoned for 
by nearly twenty years of banishment, from 
which Tschernishevsky emerges today, not a 
confirmed agitator or demagog, not even a 
propagandist, but a man of broken health and 
shattered nerves, desirous only, if he still re- 
tains any desires, of passing the remainder of 

days in peace.

OANADA’S MORALS. 
Some Reasons Why the Cities Are 

Quict and the Law Not Often 

Broken. 

LonpDon, Ont., Jan. 5.— [Special Correspond- 
ence. |—Belonging to that large class of Ameri- 
baus to whom the occupancy of any part of 
the American continent by a European power 
is a disagreeable subject tor contemplation, I 
decided, when a matter of business called me 
to this part of her Majesty's domain, to im- 
prove my visit and by personal observation 
discover the disadvantages under which the 
unfortunate American subjects of a foreign 
power have to live. 

_ Arrived in London, which is one of the prin- 
cipal cities of Canada and too well known to 
your readers to need any description, and 
while looking about for visible proof of my 
theory I was struck with the air of morality 
that seemed to pervade the entire placé, and 
made an impression on me entirely at vamance 


with that usually received on visiting an Amer- 
— town of the size and importance of Lon- 
on. 
Ha curiosity aroused- I decided to 
discover the individual causes which, com- 


. 


Beginning with the people that were surging 
through the streets, a careful scrutiny failed to 


unfortunate, half-villainous-looking individuals 
that are to be seen in all American towns of 
any size and represent all nations of Europe, 
diverse in language, custom, and manner, but 
unanimous in their love for alcohol and the 
piace where it is distributed. 

Wondering how Canadians escaped recei 
their share of the refuse humau scum that 
shipped across the Atlantic annually from Ru- 
rope, I sought information from a police 
official, who, assisted by several detectives, was 
keeping a sharp eye on all passengers leaving 
the depot, and received the following satis- 
factory answer: The authorities east of us 

rotect us from that side, and if any come 
rom the west we drive them back to the States, 
where they come from.” 

The next thing to favorably impress me, not- 
withstanding the novelty of the thing, was 
the quite sedate way in which the liquor traffic 
is carried on here. Barroomg do not occupy 
the most conspicuous and expensive localities, 
as they do in the States, and are under rigid 
police control, being promptly closed every 
night at 10 o’clock, and Saturday at7 h m., swe 
ay 
ing thus secured for the city, and the weekly 
wages of a liquor-loving father to his family 
and himself, instead of going to the keeper of 
the dram-shop. 

Another cireumstauce whose potency in giv- 
ing character to a city must be seen to be ap-. 
creciated, is the non-circulation and sale of 
such papers as the Police News, Police Guse tte. 
and Jlustrated Timea, whose immoral pictures 
and extravagant portrayal of crime is sufficient 
to make a person believe himself living in auy- 
thing but a civilized community. 

ing to the strict enforcement of the laws 
against obscene literature, which are of 
same nature as those in the States, none of 
these o tionable papers are to be seen or 
had in Canada, and windows of news- 
stands, being stripped of the either blood- 
curdling or obseene contents of these shects, 
have assumed a moral tone, and have an en- 
nobling and calming effect on the passers-by, 
instead ot fanning the passions of grown peo- 
ple and leading the younger ones astray, as 
they do in the States. a 

A stay of several days in the city failed in 
finding any other cause in explaining the moral 
tone of the community excepting that the 
municipal laws are more strictly enforced, and 
that the aspirants for political honors are not 
recruited from the keepers of dram-shops. 

As far as everything else is concerned the 
people seem to be as happy and contented, and 
decidedly better governed, than their Ameri- 
can brethren living in cities, and very few in- 
deed evince any desire to throw off the yoke of 
the mother country, and still less seem to care 
for an annexation to the States, which they all 
think inevitable if they cut loose from Eu- 
gland. They doubt their ability to maintain an 
independent Government.

The Effect of Legislative Action on Duele 


Not Fight. .

port has been made in the shape of a resolution 
looking to the repeal of the bower of the Legt 
lature to remove disabilities incurred vy duel- 
ing. This resolution is now in committee. Ag 
the matter now stands all who fought or bad 
anything to do with the code during the recent 
campaign are without the rights of citizenship. 
Heretofore it has been the practice as soon ag 
the Legislature met to remove the disabilities 
of a batch of bellicose citizens. No one 
ever thought of opposing such a measure, bub 
now the requisit two-thirds vote is not torth- 
coming. This has, however, not had the effeot 
of stopping dueling, for since the failure of the 
bill there has been much fighting talk, but the 
evident disposition of the lawmakers to break 
up the custom has certainly discouraged some 
of the former believers of the code. It was 
generally predicted that the Beirne-Riam duel 
would be the last affair of the kind in Virginia, 
Capt. Page McCarthy, who was Beirne’s sec 
ond, is the editor of the Democratic Campaign, 
a weekly paper started last year and stiu kept 
up. Capt. McCarthy has on several occasions 
written grossly insulting articles about Mahone 
and Riddleberger, as well as other members of 
that party. He isan avowed believer in dueling, 
and was a principal in the celebrated Mordeca* 
McCarthy affair, in which the former was killed 
and Capt. MeCarthy badly wounded.
